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Council Denies Club Permit

amid hints of possible legal 
action.

Bonnie .Jeane, defeated in 
her bid for re-election last 
\pril, told council m em bers 
that she believed their action 
was based on an “ emotional 
vote count.” 
F ifteen

permit while nine persons 
favored the establishment of 
a 
p riv a te 
club 
in

restaurant which specializes 
in Mexican food.

Both W arner Richeson and 
Doug Herrin noted that they 
do not appreciate the “ threat

tim idation.” Richeson said 
he believes the zoning o r­ 
dinance has been upheld in 
court and that the special 
use permit is a perogative of 
the council to zone and re­ 
zone

Richeson moved to deny the 
request on the grounds that 
the private club would not 
contribute

year. He also told the council 
his hours of business would 
be restricted to 11:20 a rn. 
2:20 p.m., Monday through 
Saturday; 5-9 p.m.. Monday- 
through Thursday; and 5-10 
p.m.. Friday and Saturday. 
Following the close of all 
agenda items. Jeane asked 
permission to address the 
council. She said that she 
had waited until the close of 
business because she did not 
wish to em b arrass anyone. 
“ I don't believe you have 
put emotions aside on this

SCUBA Time 


Each year the Plano Parks and Recreation Dept, .sponsors 
SCUBA instruction classes sanctioned by the National 
Assoc, of Underwater Instructors <NAUI) and registration is 
now taking place for the Fall class that will begin Nov. 21 
The 32-hour course is six weeks in duration, plus one day 
for open water checkout at an area lake. There are lecture 
and pool sessions included in the 32 hours 
Lecture classes cover basic physiology needed to un­ 
derstand what the new underwater environment does, and 
can do to the body, how to cope with emergencies, how to 
recognize potentially dangerous situations, and how to enjoy 
this rapidly growing sport safely. 
The open w ater checkout is a good weekend trip Two dives 
are made, usually on a .Saturday morning and afternoon. The 
first will be with an instructor and one student so that the 
student can be evaluated as to his use of the equipment The 
second dive is done in groups led by an instructor. This is 
really the first official dive and will usually be about 40-50 
feet deep depending on water clarity and tem perature. 
The pool session will give the student the necessary 
training to use mask. fins, snorkel and SC UBA gear 
After successful completion of the course, the student is 
certified as a qualified SCUBA diver 
The course fee is $49 and this cost covers the 32 hours of 
instruction plus the rental of necessary equipment for the 
pool sessions and the open w ater checkout .Minimum age for 
the course is 14 years.

Leonard K eller says he 
would like to put Detroit out 
ol business, and he and a 
Japanese businessman have 
taken a first step in that 
direction. 
Keller, scientist, inventor, 
businessman and president 
of the Keller Corp. in Dallas, 
invented the 
KHOV 
e x­ 
pander. a component of a 
Rankine-cycle engine 
in 
sim ple 
term s, 
a 
steam 
engine. And he has con­ 
tracted with Sung Baik Kim 
of New York and Asia to put 
it 
on 
the 
world 
market 
through his manufacturing 
plants in Japan and Taiwan. 
“ We’ll try to put Detroit 
out of business if we can," 
Keller said “ I feel that we 
are on the threshold. We 
offered the engine to Ford, 
Chrysler, General Motors, 
and they said they didn't 
want it 
American Motors 
was the only one that was a 
little interested, but they 
haven t made a decision yet. 
“ The reaction from most 
o‘ them was the same. They 
say they won’t build it unless 
public opinion demands a 
steam 
car 
or 
unless 
Japanese imports begin to 
present economic disaster." 
Keller said he sold Asian 
rights to the steam engine to 
Sung Baik 
Kim 
for $1, 
prim arily because the Asian 
was 
w illin g 
to 
spend 
whatever was necessary to 
produce 
prototype 
motors 
for cars, generators, golf 
carts, 
vacuum 
pumps, 
compressors, lawn mowers, 
whatever, an expenditure of 
an estimated $1 m illion in six 
months. Keller said the first 
engine 
to be a replacement 
item for Japanese taxi in­ 
ternal combustion engines 
should be on the market by 
the first of next year. 
Instead of the $1 million 
licensing fee Keller had im a­ 
gined for his machine, his 
corporation w ill receive its 


money through royalties on 
each engine sold 
Sung Baik Kim was given 
the 
right 
to license 
any 
m anufacturer 
in 
Japan. 
South Korea. Taiwan. China 
and Southeast Asia to build 
the machines, but 
Keller 
C orporation retained the 
right to license Toyota and 
Nissan companies in Tokyo 
Under the co ntract, a 
separate 
corporation 
was 
established between the two 
for marketing of the engines 
in the United States. 
A key point in the contract. 
Keller said, was that Sun 
Baik Kim must give the 
Keller Corporation one of 
each machine developed for 
a separate use. and Keller 
can then use that prototype 
to sell the system in the 
United States. 
The applications of the 
machine are wide, and its 
superiority to an internal 
combustion engine is clear, 
at least to those close to its 
development 
“ The first engine will be a 
total replacement unit for 
the Japanese taxi industry," 
Keller said. 
“ When 
their 
current engine wears out, 
they can replace it with this 
engine 
and 
cut 
th eir 
operating costs in half. 
That’s why we waived all 
license 
fees: 
to get this 
m achine 
on 
the 
world 
m arket.” 
Keller said a golf cart 
likely would be the next key 
development, for use in the 
United States as a golf cart 
and in Asia as a personnel 
carrier for industry. Com­ 
pressors. vacuum pumps 
and generators likely would 
follow 
“ Consider th is ,” K e lle r 
said. “ The generator would 
have a low, low operating 
cost in generating all of the 
power for a home, an office, 
apartm ents 
a 
shopping 
center and industry. It runs 
on kerosene, diesel, all of 
those fuels.

When you turn the deaf ear,

Elizabeth Janeway, lec­ 
turer 
and 
author, 
puts 
matters this way: “ The 
greatest barrier that women 
have to overcome is that 
men don’t listen to us.” 
Mrs. Janeway suggested 
that men not only heed but 
also 
“ listen 
with 
the 
possibility in mind that some 
of what women say may not 
only be serious but even 
sensible. 
‘‘For the first time in 
history 
perhaps, 
it • is 
women’s experience which 
is changing faster and more 
radically than that of men. 
‘‘In itself that bears wit­ 
ness to the profundity of the 
changes and it might alert 
men to the value of looking 
at them 
‘‘Certainly it will not be 
easy 
to overcome 
men's 
fears of the effects of change 
in women’s role and image 
but these fears are grounded 
in mythology that is less and 
less in tune with social ac­ 
tuality.”

Janeway, 
whose 
husband 
is 
Eliot, 
the 
economist, discussed her 
views on what’s happening 
in the equality of the sexes 
movement during an 
in­ 
terview 
They're also the 
subject of her new book, 
“ Between 
Myth 
and

W o m e n 
A w a k e n i n g ’ ’ 
W i l l i a m 
Morrow. 
“ We’re awakening,” she 
said ‘‘We’re getting there. 
Some of us are moving faster 
than others. 
“ Look 
at 
the 
women 
moving in politics. They're 


no longer there as a token 
Women are assessing what 
needs to be done and they ’re 
doing it.” 
She 
believes 
women 
‘‘would profit by a study of 
power and its workings . . . 
they need to see how such 
political action differs from 
private 
tussles 
over 
domination in the personal 
sphere.” 
She calls it ‘‘significant” 
too that women are pushing 
into the craft unions. Sex 
stereotyping is losing the 
game 
“ The women’s movement 
is a response to reality. We 
live in a world of action, 
activity. Look at the changes 
in the family structure, the 
scientific and medical ad­ 
vances where child planning 
is possible, our life span is 
longer.” 
Mrs. Janeway, who writes 
novels and nonfiction, is a 
graduate and trustee ut 
Barnard 
College in

York. 
She is a frequent 
speaker before professional 
and

groups. 
She said that in the last 
three years of traveling 
about the country she had 
noticed changes in 
male 
audience reaction to equal 
rights issues.

overlooking Manila Bay in 
1910 during U.S. colonial rule 
in the Philippines, styled 
itself as "the Aristocrat of 
the Orient’’ at the height of 
its popularity.
